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PLEA FOR STILL CLOSER CO-OPERATION BETWEEN 
EXPORT MERCHANT AND MANUFACTURER

N interesting and instructive article by Mr. E. J. Schatz on 

“A Plea for Closer Co-operation Between the Export Merchant 

and Manufacturer,” published in the Board of Trade Journal 
dated November 1 last, was, in general, a plea to the medium-sized 
and smaller manufacturers that they should leave the exporting of 
their products in the hands of the export merchants, who by experi- 
ence, custom, and ability, are especially capable of taking care of that 
side of the work. I would like to make it clear from the outset, that 


this article is intended to be complementary, and not in opposition 
to that article. 


Trade by the Manufacturer 


I think it is fairly well accepted that a certain measure of trade is 
best carried on by the manufacturer. I have in mind such products 
as need highly technical sales negotiations and post sales service. 
Moreover, Mr. Schatz rightly said, in his article, that very many 
manufacturers had their own highly efficient export department, 
doing a splendid job of work. As I see it, we are both concerned 
over the manufacturers, who, without the benefit of such an efficient 
and fully organized department, are attempting to conduct their own 
export trade and who, frankly, are not equipped to handle that side 
of the work. There is very little doubt that over-all efficiency 
would be improved if these firms could be induced to concentrate

on production and to leave the export intricacies and technicalities 
in the hands of the experts in that side of the export trade. 


Plea to Merchants 


There must, however, be good reasons why these manufacturers 
insist on attempting to do their own exporting, and I feel that if 
some of the reasons were ventilated their validity could be examined 
and some could easily be removed. This article should, therefore, 
be taken as a plea to the merchants so to put their house in order, 
that these types of manufacturers would no longer be tempted to 
export on their own account. 

The popular explanation for attempting to “ cut out ” merchants 
is that the manufacturer desires to have for himself the merchant's 
profit margin. There may be some people who still believe in this 
fallacy, but, generally speaking, they find by bitter experience that 
the merchant's profit margin is extremely small, and the costs of 
exporting on their own account more than use up whatever higher 
price they are able to obtain in open competition abroad. 

I think there are four valid reasons for the attitude of manufac- 
turers, and I propose to discuss these separately. Before doing so 
I suggest that an attempt should be made to define the term 
“merchant ” which is too often mis-used to describe any trader, or, 
in export trade, any export house. It is obvious that neither

Mr. Schatz nor myself are referring to export agents amd concession- 
aires ; these are agents of the manufacturer and one means by which 
direct exporting takes place. Nor do we refer to indent houses, 
confirming houses or purchasing agencies ; these are agents of the 
overseas buyers, and their employment is a matter of the buyer’s 
choice. We are, therefore, talking of merchants in the technical sense 
of that word—a firm that makes two contracts—of sale and of purchase 
—both of which are independent of the other, and neither of which is 
affected by the failure or frustration of the other. In practice it will 
be found that the dividing line between merchants and other forms of 
export houses has become obscure, and this title is often misapplied. 


Variety of Merchants 

Even amongst merchants there will be found a great variety of types 
and of behaviour. On one hand we have the old-established, reputable 
houses, and on the other we have known recently certain ‘‘mushroom ” 
firms who took advantage of the seller’s market to enter this trade. 
Most of the latter are no longer with us, but some have left behind a 
memory of lowered standards of behaviour. Most of the reasons 
given below are the result of this memory, and I consider that it would 
be a very good thing if the merchants expressed to manufacturers 
their intention of removing these faults. 

Here then are the reasons why, in my opinion, so many manufac- 
turers seek to deal direct rather than through merchants. Some of 
these reasons are no longer valid, and others are probably exaggerated, 
but all may be worthy of serious consideration :— 

1. Many merchant houses do not at present accept all risks of 
export trade. There are notable exceptions to this statement, but it 
will be found that some export merchants have adopted since the war 
the habit of limiting their liability under their contract of purchase, 
and making this in some manner dependent on their ability to carry 
out their contract of sale. Such clauses as ‘‘ Subject to import licence 
being available” have been used as an attempt to pass on to the 
manufacturer some of the risks of frustration inherent in the merchant’s 
contract of sale. It will also be fairly common experience, that many 
merchants have sought to cancel orders they have placed with manu- 
facturers owing to the inability or unwillingness of their customers 
abroad to take delivery of the goods in question. The argument is 
often heard that the merchants are prepared to carry their normal 
risks of solvency, fidelity, and transfer, but not to carry the aggravated 
risks of frustration and licence complication. I am firmly of the 
opinion that if merchants were prepared to accept all of these risks, 
manufacturers would be far more willing to leave the export trade and 
risks in their hands. So long as some merchants expect the manu- 
facturers to carry some of the risks, they must also expect the 
manufacturers to consider whether they might not just as well attend 
to the export trade, and make the merchant’s profit themselves. 


Information for Manufacturers 

2. A few merchants still seek to build a barrier between the 
consumer and the manufacturer, and tc ensure that the one has no 
knowledge of the other. This is now the exception rather than the 
rule, but in the past merchants were not prepared to take manufac- 
turers into their confidence on vital matters regarding the sale and use 
of the product abroad. In some cases manufacturers claim they find 
an advantage in dealing direct with clients abroad, as by this means 
they obtain more market information about the end use of their 
products than they would otherwise. There are many merchants 
who pass on the information they have, and who seek technical advice 
and assistance from their suppliers. I would like to see much more 
co-operation on these lines. Technical and detailed information 
regarding condition of use is of vital a to any manufacturer, 
and given the information he will often be able to advise the merchant 
regarding the choice of a better or more suitable product. ‘There are 
very few products indeed that could not be improved as a result of a 
careful study of market requirements and consumer preferences. 
Merchants would do both themselves and the manufacturers a real 
service if they saw that such information was not only collected by 
them but also passed on to the manufacturers. Equally, manufac- 
turers would do well to study any such information passed on to them, 
and to afford the merchants all the technical assistance and knowledge 
they may need. As a country we still have to learn to make, and to 
sell, what the client needs and not what we would like to supply. 
We have to study the needs of the market, and the preferences of the 
clients in order to produce, and package, the products we hope to 
export. This can only be done by close and friendly co-operation 
between those who make and those who sell. 

3. Not only do some merchants withhold technical and market 
research information from the manufacturers, but they also refuse to 
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allow the manufacturer to know who is the importer, and the importer 
to know who was the manufacturer. This has the unhappy result, 
as far as the manufacturer is concerned, of denying to him benefits 
arising from the goodwill inherent in a well-made and successful 
product. Many manufacturers have the fear that, in dealings with 
merchants, they are unable to secure to themselves the benefit of 
goodwill arising in repeat orders. This benefit is of very real value 
to any manufacturer, and the quality of his products is expected to be 
reflected in future business that he obtains by repeat orders. One 
hears frequently the argument made that the merchant may get the 
repeat order, but may buy from a competitor at a slightly lower price. 
I am open to correction on this point, but my feeling is that more 
manufacturers seek to do their own exporting for this cause than for 
any other, This does become a simple matter of confidence, and it 
should be comparatively easy for the merchant to undertake the trade, 
whilst giving the manufacturer, not only the benefit of his goodwill, 
but the sense of security that comes in knowing such benefits will 
naturally come to him in the future. 
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goods in order to consolidate a shipment, and in some cases I am 
afraid their departmental organization takes at least a week to operate 
The applications they receive go through several sections which 
confirm the contract, price, amd other details before the goods reach 
the machinery of shipment. Merchants coukd do much to help 
themselves to gain the co-operation of manufacturers, if they would 
see that this procedure is speeded up considerably. This is one of 
the points where a sympathetic knowledge of the other man’s problems 
would help everybody concerned. 


Effecting Introductions 


These, then, are my four suggestions to merchants as to how they 
can encourage the co-operation that is so much to be desired. There 
is, however, one other problem which needs to be faced both by the 
small manufacturer and by the merchants: the problem of intro- 
ducing the firm which has something to sell to the merchants who 
might be interested enough to buy and export. I am fully aware that

Price, Factor in the Export Drive 


If we can keep our export prices reasonably stable e*P.

National General Export Merchants 
Group, and the Board of Trade 
are only too anxious to bridge this 
I am also aware that many 
manufacturers know this and seek 
the service of these bodies in effect- 
ing such introductions as may be 
necessary.

other means, with a client so 

introduced in the first instance. I should be glad to see this point 
seriously considered by merchant houses, as both parties have much to 
gain from the continuity of goodwill. The firm that is not interested 
in the goodwill of its products, may be found not to be very interested 
in the quality of its products. It will be in the national interest as a 
whole if manufacturers are induced so to assure the quality of the 
goods that goodwill is maintained, and repeat orders assured. 


Collective Shipment 


4. In his article Mr. Schatz made a small point, but an important 
one, in respect to collective shipment that merchants are able to make. 
This is a real advantage to the merchant and to his client, but it may 
become a disadvantage to the manufacturer. Factory space may be 
overloaded and works managers screaming to have the goods removed. 
It has an extremely bad psychological influence upon everybody at 
factories, from work people through foremen and up to works 
managers, to have goods expedited as an export priority left lying 
on the floor for days, or sometimes weeks, after they have been made. 
The export merchant’s shipping department may be waiting for other 


making goods for which an export 
merchant could probably find successful and remunerative markets. 
These small manufacturers do not exhibit at the larger fairs—they 
cannot afford the outlay. Yet there are in many small towns and 
districts local trade fairs associated with a festival or celebration week. 
Most manufacturers exhibit at these small fairs, largely from civic 
consciousness, and enterprising merchants who send their buyers to 
such fairs may be able to make invaluable contacts, as a result of which 
merchants might be able not only to add another supplier to their lists, 
but to introduce another manufacturer to export trade. In these days 
when the bigger manufacturers are fully committed much of our 
hopes of increased export trade lies with these small firms and with 
the merchants. 


I have tried to suggest a few ways in which merchants and manu- 
facturers might be able to achieve still closer co-operation. Other 
exporters will doubtless have other, and possibly better, ideas. Given 
a willingness to work together I am certain that such improvements 
can be made as will benefit both parties. The closer such co- 
operation becomes the better for both parties and, what is more 
important, for the country as a whole. 


Progress of Atomic Energy Research for Industrial Purposes 


[N the House of Commons on Monday, the Minister of Supply, 

Mr. Duncan Sandys, was questioned about the progress made in 
British national research stations towards solving the problem of 
using atomic energy for industries. 

Mr. Sandys said the production of electric power from atomic 
energy raised a number of novel problems. These had been studied 
in the light of the experience gained with graphite piles at Harwell 
and at Windscale. We had also had the benefit of valuable discussions 
with the Canadian experts about the results obtained in the operation 
of their heavy water reactor at Chalk River, Ontario. 

The most certain method of generating power from atomic energy 
would be to build an improved type of natural uranium reactor 
enclosed in a pressure shell, the heat produced being transferred by a 
gas under pressure through a heat exchanger to a conventional electric 
power generator. As a by-product this would yield plutonium, 
which could be used as fuel for further reactors. ‘The potentialities 
of such a reactor were being actively studied. If the prospects were 
shown to be favourable, the Government would consider constructing 
an experimental atomic power station of this kind. At the same time, 
it was hoped to develop reactors of a more advanced type, known as 
“‘ breeder-reactors,” by reason of the fact that they were designed to 
produce more fissile material than they consume. ‘To facilitate the 
study of these methods, a small experimental reactor of this kind was 
being built at Harwell. It should be completed in’a few;months’ time. 


Meanwhile work was proceeding at Harwell and Risley on the 
design and development of a full-scale breeder reactor, capable of 
producing substantial amounts of electricity, and we were at present 
looking for a suitable site for the construction of this plant. The 
Government were also building at Harwell a natural uranium reactor 
moderated with heavy water, which would produce a much more 
intense flow of neutrons than is possible with our present equipment, 
This reactor was for research work and would not be used to generate 
power. It would however greatly expand the quantities and variety 
of radioactive isotopes which could be produced for industrial, 
scientific and medical purposes. This project would take about 
four years to complete. They did not propose to undertake work on 
the application of nuclear energy to propulsion until more experience 
had been gained in the development of stationary nuclear power 
plants. 

It was still too early to say with any precision how soon electricity 
generated from atomic energy would be available on a significant 
scale for industrial purposes. It should certainly not be wnagined 
that nuclear reactors would in the near future supersede existing 
methods of producing electric power. But if, as was hoped, the 
technical problems involved were successfully solved and these new 
methods proved to be economical, there was no reason why nuclear 
reactors should not before very long provide a useful additional source 
of industrial power.

New Development Area Scheduled 


in Lancashire and Yorkshire 


HE Board of Trade have made an Order under Section 7 of the 

Distribution of Industry Act, 1945, creating a new development 
area embracing part of North East Lancashire and a neighbouring 
area in the West Riding of Yorkshire. Since the President of the 
Board of Trade made his statement to the House of Commons on 
October 29, 1952, all the local authorities whose area contains land in 
the new development area have been consulted. 


This Order does not come into operation until it is approved by a 
resolution of each House of Parliament. 


The new development area will be known as the North East 
Lancashire Development Area and is comprised as follows :— 


In the administrative County of Lancaster :— 
The Municipal Boroughs of Nelson and Colne ; 
The Urban Districts of Barrowford, Brierfield, Padiham and 
Trawden ; 
Within the Rural District of Burnley, the Parishes of Briercliffe, 
Foulridge, Hapton and Simonstone. 
The County Borough of Burnley. 


In the West Riding of Yorkshire :— 
The Urban Districts of Barnoldswick and Earby ; 
Within the Rural District of Skipton, the Parish of Salterforth. 


Merit Awards for Coronation 
Souvenirs 


UST BEFORE the trade exhibition of approved souvenirs by the 

Council of Industrial Design closed on January 24 the Coronation 
Souvenirs Committee selected from the 880 exhibits those that it 
considered to be of outstanding merit as souvenirs. Recognition of 
merit is to be shown in the form of a seal attached to the Committee’s 
official certificate which is being sent to the manufacturers of all 
approved souvenirs. 

Show cards will draw attention to the outstanding souvenirs when 
the exhibition re-opens at the Fancy Goods Fair, Harrogate, on 
February 2-6 ; and at the public exhibition of approved souvenirs 
which will run at the Tea Centre, London, from February 24 to 
March 14. 

The Committee wishes to emphasize the fact that these are only 
the initial awards of merit. Similar awards will be made as souvenirs 
are approved at future meetings of the Committee. 

The Committee has so far received 2,126 souvenirs and besides 
approving 880 has provisionally approved 114 more. 


Coronation Colours Sponsored by 
Princess Margaret 


THE British Colour Council announce that the Coronation Card 
showing the five colours sponsored by Princess Margaret is now 
available and may be obtained from the British Colour Council, 
13 Portman Square, London, W.1, price 12s. 6d. to members and 
to non-members {1 1s. The colours are Elizabethan Red, Marguerite 
Green, Princess Grey, Beau Blue and Spun Gold and are shown on 
materials in the Commemorative Card which measures 12 inches by 
10 inches. The card is of white deckle-edged, hand-made paper 
and the cover is printed in Elizabethan Red. Her Royal Highness’ 
Cypher is embossed in silver on the title page and the pages are tied 
together with ribbon but can be separated for display purposes if 
required.

Committee on Shares of No Par 
Value 


HE COMMITTEE, appointed by the President of the Board of 

Trade on December 29, 1952, to consider, under the chairmanship 
of Mr. Montagu L. Gedge, Q.C., whether it is desirable to amend the 
Companies Act, 1948, so as to permit the issue of shares of no par 
value, have decided to invite various organizations and individuals to 
submit written statements of their views on the subjects which fall 
within the scope of the Committee’s enquiry. These organizations 
and individuals will be invited to submit general observations, and 
also to supply information or make suggestions under the following 
main headings :— 


The manner in which the no par value system operates in other 
countries ; advantages and disadvantages ; possible abuses ; 
whether the system should be adopted in Great Britain and, if so, 
whether any limitations or restrictions should be imposed and 
what safeguards should be provided. 

When the Committee have studied the written statements sub- 
mitted, they will proceed to hear oral evidence. 

The Committee will be prepared to receive the observations of any 
organization or individual, whether they have general suggestions to 
make or particular suggestions under any one, or all, of the headings 
set out above. Communications should be sent to the Secretary of 
the Committee at Lacon House, Theobald’s Road, London, W.C.1, if 
possible by February 28, 1953. 


Marking of Imported Wooden 


Dowels and Dowelling 


N ACCORDANCE with the provisions of sub-section 4 of Section 2 

of the Merchandise Marks Act, 1926, the Board of Trade 
announce that in pursuance of an application received by them for 
the making of an Order-in-Council to require imported goods of 
certain classes and descriptions to bear an indication of origin they 
have made a reference to the Standing Committee appointed by the 
Board of Trade under the Act in respect of the foilowing classes and 
descriptions of imported goods :— 


Wooden dowels and dowelling, including cylindrical pieces of 
timber, grooved or otherwise, not exceeding 10 ft. in length and not 
exceeding one inch in diameter, howsoever described or for what- 
soever purpose to be used. 


Attention is called to the fact that, whilst, under the provisions of the 
Act, the Committee must in every case referred to them consider 
whether the goods should bear an indication of origin at the time of 
sale or exposure for sale, they have discretion also to consider and 
report whether such goods should bear an indication of origin at the 
time of importation. 


Representatives of any interests substantially affected by the appli- 
cation who desire to be heard in opposition at the public inquiry, 
which will be held later by the Committee, should write to the Secre- 
tary, Merchandise Marks Committee, Board of Trade, Horse Guards 
Avenue, London, S.W.1, as soon as possible and not later than 
March 31, 1953. 


Paper Control at Reading to Close 


THE Ministry of Materials announce that the Paper Control office 
at Reading will be wound up on March 31, 1953, and that its functions 
will be transferred to the Ministry’s headquarters at Horse Guards 
Avenue, London, S.W.1. The Newsprint Division, situated in Lacon 
House, Theobald’s Road, London, W.C.1, will remain, but will also 
function as a branch of the Ministry. 


The present regulations remain in force and will not be affected 
by the new arrangements, further details of which will be announced 
later. 
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Import of Fresh Fruit and 
Vegetables in 1953 


HE footnote to Group 1, Part B of Appendix II of Notice to 

Importers No. 492 (Board of Trade Journal, May 3, 1952, page 883), 
stated that the Open General Licence for a number of items would be 
liable to suspension at certain periods. The Board of Trade now 
announce in Notice to Importers 540, that the Open General Licence 
will be suspended for certain fresh vegetables during specific periods as 
follows (the dates are inclusive) :—

... May 1-September 30. 

. June 1-July 31. 

February 16—-December 31. 

May 1-—October 31. 

... August 1-November 30.

Cauliflower and broccoli ; ... February 1-November 15. 

The dates for the suspension of the Open General Licence for 
potatoes (new) were announced by the President of the Board of ‘Trade 
in reply to a Parliamentary Question on July 31, 1952. 

In order to help growers to plan their cropping programmes the 
arrangements for cauliflower and broccoli for the period January 1, 
1953—November 15, 1953, were announced on March 29, 1952. In 
pursuance of this policy the arrangements for 1954 are now announced. 

The Ministry of Food Press Notice No. 2953 dated January 27, 
1953, gave details of the quantities of fresh vegetables to be licensed 
for import during the periods of suspension of the Open General 
Licence from countries to which the Open General Licence applied. 

Both the periods of suspension and the permitted quotas will be 
subject to review in the light of the supplies available from home 
production. The arrangements will also be reconsidered should a 
decision be reached and an announcement made by the Government 
on the National Farmers’ Union’s application for a revised tariff. 

Imports of the above items (with the exception of onions) will be 
permitted under Open Individual Licensing Arrangements. Applica-

Disposal of Former German-Owned 


Registered Trade Marks 


N CONNECTION with the disposal of former German-owned 

registered trade marks vested in the Custodian of Enemy Property 
for England by the Trading with the Enemy (Custodian) (No. 2) 
Order, 1951 (S.1. 1951, No. 779), the Custodian has under considera- 
tion representations made by United Kingdom or other Allied persons 
or companies having an interest in certain of the vested marks 
concerned. 

2. The disposal of such of the vested marks as are not dealt with 
under the paragraph above, will be under the following arrangements : 

Category (A). Marks registered in Part A of the Register as of a date on 
or before September 3, 1932, any marks associated with these marks, and all 
marks registered in Part B of the Register. 

The Custodian is prepared to receive requests from the former owners 
or their successors in title for a re-assignment of the marks to them. Such 
requests must be made to the Custodian through the appropriate diplomatic 
channels on or before July 31, 1953, and should each include a statement 
of an address for service in the United Kingdom, i.e., the name and address 
of some person or firm in this country to which correspondence relating to 
the request should be addressed. Where the request is made by a successor 
in title, it must be accompanied by evidence substantiating his title to the 
mark. Particulars of all requests which it is proposed to grant will sub- 
sequently be advertised in the Trade Marks Journal. Within a period of 
three months from the date of such advertisement any interested party may 
lodge with the Custodian an objection to the re-assignment of the mark to 
the party making the request. Should the party lodging the objection establish 
a prima facie case in support of it the Custodian will notify the party making 
the request accordingly. In that case, failing an acceptable agreement between 
the parties concerned within a period of six months after such notification, 
the Custodian will not re-assign the mark. The only means of seeking to 
recover the mark will be by an application to the Registrar for a new 
registration. 

If, in respect of any registered mark, more than one party submits a 
request for re-assignment in proper form, the Custodian will, after the 
respective claims have been examined, either re-assign the mark to one of 
the parties or advise each of them that the only way for him to seek to recover 
the mark will be to apply to the Registrar for a new registration of the mark. 

Any such application to the Registrar will be dealt with in accordance 
with the provisions of the Trade Marks Act, 1938, and the Custodian will 
be prepared to consider applying for the cancellation of the existing 
registration to enable any new registration to be effected. 

In each case of re-assignment under these arrangements, the assignee 
will be required to pay the following sums :— 

(i) To the Registrar, the fee prescribed in Schedule I of the Trade 
Marks Rules, 1938, for having the assignment(s) recorded in the 
Register of Trade Marks. 

(ii) To the Custodian, his statutory fee which will be at the flat rate of 
£1 per mark to be assigned. 


(iii) The cost of the stamp duty payable in respect of the assignment(s). 


All marks in this category in respect of which no requests for 
re-assignment have been received by the Custodian by July 31, 1953, 
may, after the expiration of a reasonable period and on the application 
of the Custodian, be cancelled from the Trade Marks Register. 

Category (B). Marks registered in Part A of the Register as of a date after 
September 3, 1932, in pursuance of an application for registration made as 
of a date before September 3, 1939. 

Former owners or their successors in title who wish to regain control 
of the marks should apply to the Registrar on or before May 30, 1953, for 
new registrations of the marks. Where the application is made by a successor 
in title, it must be supported by evidence substantiating the title of the 
applicant ; otherwise the existing registration will constitute a bar to the 
new registration being effected. Such applications will be dealt with in 
accordance with the provisions of the Trade Marks Act, 1938, and the 
Custodian will be prepared to consider applying for the cancellation of the 
existing registrations to enable any new registrations to be effected. The 
Custodian proposes to apply in due course for the cancellation from the 
Register of all, or nearly all, of the marks then remaining in this category. 


Nothing in this notice shall detract from the Custodian’s right in 
respect of any mark vested in him to refuse to re-assign it or to refuse 
to apply for its cancellation from the Register.

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Production of Rayon and 
Synthetic Fibres in 1952 


OUTPUT of rayon and synthetic fibres in December showed a 

further increase, mainly in continuous filament yarn, compared 
with the previous month. The rise of 5 per cent. represents a somewhat 
greater increase in the rate of production, since some producers closed 
down for the Christmas holidays. 

December production of 29-2 million Ibs. brought the total for 1952 
to 283-0 million lbs., 26 per cent. less than in 1951. As elsewhere the 
textile recession brought about drastic changes in the course of the 
year. Production had reached its peak in November 1951, and there- 
after declined relatively slowly up to March 1952, production in the

first quarter of 1952 remaining above the average 1951 level. In 
March, however, total production began to fall heavily. Production 
of continuous filament yarn fell almost without interruption until 
June, when it reached its lowest level ; from September a steady rise 
was apparent until, in December, without making any allowance for 
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holidays, production was just under 80 per cent. of the level of the 
fourth quarter of 1951 (which showed little difference from the 
average for 1951). 

Production of staple fibre showed a different movement, falling 
abruptly during March to about one third of the first quarter level 
and showing little significant change until during September produc- 
tion was started again in the closed works ; during the fourth quarter 
output was above the average 1951 level and at almost the same level 
as in the fourth quarter of 1951. 


Deliveries of Continuous Filament Yarn 


Yarn deliveries in 1952 were 28 per cent. lower than in 1951, home 
trade deliveries showing a decrease of 29 per cent. and deliveries for 
export a fall of 19 per cent. All home users received less yarn than 
in 1951, but whereas total deliveries fell substantially, deliveries for 
industrial purposes were only 2 per cent. lower. Total deliveries fell 
sharply in the first quarter of the year and again in the second, but 
there was considerable recovery in the latter half of the year. In the 
last quarter, in fact, deliveries for hosiery, warp knitting and narrow 
fabrics and for exports were all higher than in the corresponding 
period of 1951. Contrary to the general trend industrial users received 
a record quantity of yarn in the first quarter of 1952 but after the 
ensuing decline, recovery was slow and deliveries in the last quarter 
were 22 per cent. lower than in October-December, 1951. 


Productivity Team’s Report on 


Metalworking Machine Tools 


IE REPORT of the British Productivity Team on Metalworking 
Machine Tools which visited the United States under the auspices 
of the Anglo-American Council on Productivity and the Mutual 
Security Agency (formerly E.C.A.), which defrayed the dollar cosis 
of the undertaking, has been published. 
Some of the main points brought out in the Report are :— 


The American machine tool industry does appear to have a slightly 
higher relative productivity, overall, than the British industry, but the best 
British machine tool plants are at least the equals of any of the American 
plants visited. 

American and British machine tools are, in general, too expensive. The 
market is a “‘ must” market, i.e., industry must have machine tools, but 
high prices greatly limit sales and accentuate the “ feast and famine "’ effect 
experienced by the machine tool industries. The “ age ’’ picture of machine 
tools in the whole of American industry shows a tremendous potential 
market for new machine tools and gives confirmation of the Team’s criticism 
of high prices. 

The machine tool industries of both countries should greatly improve 
their productivities by courageous rationalization, by energetically and 
ruthlessly applying the principles of simplification, standardization and 
specialization not only on an individual plant basis but on an industry-wide 
basis. It is vital that the industries legislate for greater volumes of fewer 
parts and units. 

The machine tool industries should show a clearer appreciation of the 
importance of design as a factor influencing productivity and the cost of 
production of a machine tool. 

Many British and some American firms spend too many man-hours on 
the window-dressing of their products ; ‘ spit and polish ” costs money ; 
the customer has to pay, but makes no corresponding profit. The industry 
should re-educate users so that when buying machine tools they place their 
greatest emphasis on what the machines will do, and less emphasis on the 
“appearance ”’ finish. 

Many parts of machine tools are often needlessly accurate ; accuracy 
costs money and so it should be specified sparingly and only where essential 
to the production of work by the machine to the required degree of accuracy. 
The Team’s impression is that the American machine tool industry has a 
more realistic approach to accuracy requirements than has the British 
industry ; the British industry would benefit from a thorough examination 
of this aspect, and the greater use of a recognized standard tolerance system. 

American machine tool plants have more materials handling facilities than 
British machine tool firms, and this fact certainly helps production, but the 
Team sometimes doubted whether such facilities justified their original 
costs, British firms could, probably with advantage, provide more electric 
job cranes over certain of the work places. 

Actual machining and fitting methods on similar types of machine pro- 
duction were generally comparable, but there was usually better servicing of 
the productive operatives in the American plants, with consequent higher 
effective running time factors for many of the machines.

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G.A.T.T. Recommendations on Import Formalities 


i an article in the Board of Trade Journal on November 15, 1952, 

summarizing the main matters of interest dealt with at the Seventh 
Session of the Contracting Parties to the General Agreement on Tariffs 
and Trade, reference was made to recommendations on documentary 
requirements and consular formalities which were adopted by the 
Contracting Parties at that Session. 

The full texts of the two sets of recommendations (which have 
now been published in leaflet form and can be obtained from the 
Secretariat of the General Agreement on Tariffs and Trade, Villa 
le Chene, Geneve, 10, Nations Unies, Switzerland) are as follows :— 


Standard Practices for Documentary Requirements for the 
Importation of Goods 

x. Documents Required 

Facts relating to imported goods which are required for customs or 
other governmental purposes should, to the greatest possible extent, 
be ascertained from the commercial documents relating to the trans- 
action in question. In principle the following commercial documents 
should suffice to meet governmental requirements :— 

(i) transport document (bill of lading, consignment note) ; 

(ii) commercial invoice, accompanied where necessary by a 

packing list. 

The specification of these documents does not mean that documents 
such as manifests, customs entry or declaration forms or import 
licences can be dispensed with. It is also to be understood that in 
certain circumstances the production of other documents such as 
certificates of origin, consular invoices, freight or insurance papers, 
sanitary certificates, etc. may be required. 

2. Combined Invoice Form 

Where governments required two or more of the following 
documents :— 

(i) commercial invoice ; 

(ii) consular invoice ; 

(iii) certificate of origin, 
they should alternatively accept, at the trader’s option, either separate 
documents or a combined form taking their place, provided the com- 
bined form incorporates all the information normally contained in the 
separate document. 

3. Copies of Documents 

Governments should keep down to a strict minimum the number 
of copies of documents required. As far as possible any government- 
issued forms should be supplied to traders free of charge or at 
approximate cost. 

4. Collection of Statistical Information 

Where statistical information is required by governments, it should 
as far as possible be taken from the customs and other documents 
normally submitted by the exporter or importer for customs purposes. 
The exporter should not be required to fill in statistical forms for the 
government of the importing country and the importer should not be 
required to provide statistical information for the country of export. 
In other words, the government of the exporting country should get its 
data from the exporter and the government of the importing country 
from the importer. 

5. Tariff Classification of Goods 

It should not be obligatory for the exporter or shipper to classify 
his goods according to the customs tariff of the country of import. 












Such classification should be done by the importer, if required, subject 
of course to review by customs authorities. 

6. Weights and Measures 

While governmental authorities should be free to require their 
import and export documents to be made out in terms of the weights 
and measures in force in their territory, commercial documents 
expressed in terms of the weights and measures of the country of 
exportation or in terms of any weights or measures used internationally 
in the trade concerned should be accepted in support of import 
documents. Similarly, export invoices expressed in terms of the 
weights and measures of the importing country or in terms of any 
weights or measures used internationally in the trade concerned 
should be accepted in support of export documents. 


Rec dations on Consular Formalities 

(a) Consular invoices and consular visas for commercial invoices 

should be abolished. 

(b) The abolition should be completed as soon as possible and in 

any case not later than December 31, 1956. 

(c) Pending total abolition, governments should reduce progres- 

sively the incidence of consular fees. 

Pending the abolition of consular invoices and consular visas, in 
accordance with the first foregoing recommendation, the following 
rules should be observed by the consular authorities in the country of 
exportation : 





Standard Practices for Consular Formalities 

1. Any consular fee should not be a percentage of the value of the 
goods but should be a flat charge. 

2. Consular invoices and consular visas should not be required for 
consignments of goods of an invoice value not exceeding U.S. $100 
(or the equivalent in other currencies). 

3. Any consular fee should be payable in the currency of the 
exporting country. 

4. Where a country has no consular representative in the country 
of export and a consular invoice or consular visa is ordinarily required, 
an appropriate endorsement by the consular representative of another 
country, by a Chamber of Commerce, or by the customs authorities 
or any other governmental authority in the country of export should 
be accepted in lieu of the consular invoice or consular visa. 

5. Nocharge (except a regular consular fee for any required replace- 
ment document) should be imposed for mistakes made in good faith 
by the exporter in drawing up the document and, within reasonable 
limits, corrections to the original documents should be permitted. 

6. When forms are issued by governments, they should be supplied 
to traders free of charge or at approximate cost. 

7. Not more than five copies of each document should be required. 

8. Delays in dealing with documents and charges for overtime should 
be reduced to a minimum. 

9. If a time limit is laid down for submission of documents to the 
consular authorities, days on which the Consulate is not open for 
business should not be taken into account. 

10. No penalties or additional charges should be applied when 
invoices or other documents are presented for consular legalization 
before the date of importation, but not later than ten calendar days 
after the date of exportation.

Distribution of Proceeds of German Enemy Property 


The Secretary for Overseas Trade, Mr. H. R. Mackeson, said that 
in all, some 33,500 claims to share in the distribution of the proceeds 
of German enemy property had been received. Many of the claims 
were, however, extremely complicated and the final determination of 
all those received was likely to be a lengthy process. In order to make 
a payment to the maximum number of claimants at the earliest possible 
date, it had been decided to pay Is. in the £ as a first instalment on 
account to all those whose claims had been established and determined 
at the time of this distribution. Such persons would receive formal 
notice to that effect. It was expected that the first payments would 
begin to be made during March. All claimants whose claims had not 
then been determined would be notified as and when this was done 
and those with valid claims would thereafter receive similar advance 
payments. This procedure of advance payments would apply both 
to claimants against the general fund and to those for whom it was 
more favourable to receive a special distribution from the proceeds 
of the property formerly belonging to their German debtor. 

A considerable part of the funds available for distribution was 
subject to claims in respect of debts due by the German debtors 
formerly owning the assets and, until all these claims had been 
determined, it would not be possible to estimate the size of the general 
dividend or the special dividends payable if these were more favourable. 
Successful claimants to whom the advance payment was made would 
later receive the balance of the amount to which they were entitled 
either out of the Administrator’s general fund or out of the proceeds 
of property which formerly belonged to their debtors. 


Import of Foreign Films 


Asked whether he would take steps to ensure that the import of 
foreign films was permitted only in the case of those which contained 
no obscene or immoral matter, nor any matter urging resistance to 
the law, Mr. Mackeson replied that the powers under which the 
Board of Trade controlled imports were used to safeguard the balance 
of payments and he did not consider that it would be appropriate 
to use them for any such purpose as the questioner had in mind. 

The effect of the public exhibition of films was not a matter which 
concerned the President of the Board of Trade. 


Trade with Argentina 


Mr. Mackeson said that as the House would be aware, a further 
Protocol to the Five Year Trade and Payments Agreement of 1949 
with Argentina was signed in Buenos Aires on December 31 last. 
The text had been published as Cmd. 8744. 

The Protocol made provision for the supply of coal, oil and tinplate 
to Argentina and the supply of meat to the United Kingdom, and for 
the establishment of quotas to the value of £3 million for the import 
of less essential goods from the United Kingdom. 

The Argentine and United Kingdom representatives would now 
meet in Buenos Aires to settle before February 15 those goods from 
the United Kingdom of a less essential nature for which licences were 
to be issued: one-half of the total by March 31 and the balance by 
September 30. ; 

As to the number of meetings, there were nine plenary sessions 
between the first which was held on April 9, 1952, and the signature 
of the Protocol on December 31, 1952. There was a break in the 
discussions for some weeks in the summer. There were also a large 
number of sub-committee and less formal meetings in addition to the 
plenary sessions. 


Hire Purchase of Bicycles 


Asked whether, in view of the changed position in the cycle 
industry, he would now modify the regulations governing hire- 
purchase of bicycles, the Parliamentary Secretary to the Board of 
Trade, Mr. Henry Strauss, replied ‘‘ No, Sir.”

Questions Asked and Answered 
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in Parliament 


Below ts a selection of answers to questions of interest to industry answered in Parliament 


Commission, Mr. Strauss replied that he assumed the questioner had 
in mind the industry’s ban on Icelandic fish landings. ‘The President 
did not consider that the subject was one which could be appropriately 
referred to the Monopolies Commission. 


Imports of Fruit Pulp 


Imports of all fruit pulp were not separately distinguished in the 
official trade statistics, Mr. Mackeson said, but it was estimated that 
49,000 tons valued at {4-9 million were imported in 1951 and 29,000 
tons valued at {2-7 million in 1952. 

A detailed analysis of these amounts by type of pulp was not 
available but imports of apricot, grapefruit, peach, pear and pineapple 
pulps together accounted for about 29,000 tons valued at £3 million 
in 1951 and about 15,000 tons valued at £1-6 million in 1952. 


Trade with Brazil 


Asked what consultations had taken place with the Brazilian 
Government with a view to resolving the difficulties at present 
hampering trade between Britain and Brazil, Mr. Mackeson replied 
that since the discussions in Rio de Janeiro, we had had certain 
exchanges of view with the Brazilian Ambassador in London and he 
hoped that more formal consultations would be started at an early 
date. Meanwhile, any statement on the difficult questions involved 
would be premature, and he could only say that he would make a 
statement as soon as he could do so without prejudice to our efforts 
to reach a satisfactory agreement. 

It was estimated that the amount outstanding in respect of goods 
already exported to Brazil was £56 million at the end of December 
last and £53 million at the end of November, Mr. Mackeson said. 
Of the latter figure the amount covered by policies issued by the 
Export Credits Guarantee Department was approximately £20 
million ; figures for December were not yet available. 

Another question was asked on what further consultations had taken 
place between the Board of Trade and the company proposing to 
export jet aircraft to Brazil in exchange for Brazilian cotton ; what 
advice had been given to the aircraft company ; and what represen- 
tations other traders have made about the consequent worsening of 
their position if this deal was allowed to proceed. 

Mr. Mackeson replied that the answer to the first two parts of the 
question was “‘ None, Sir.”” As to the last part of the question, he had 
received a large number of representations. But the transaction to 
which the questioner referred was not between Governments, and the 
position of the Board of Trade in this matter was explained in reply 
to a question on November 13 last. 


FRIDAY JANUARY 23 


North Eastern Trading Estates 


Asked how many people were employed in the factories administered 
by the North Eastern Trading Estates Limited, on the latest available 
date, Mr. Strauss gave the following information: On November 29, 
1952, the latest date for which official statistics were available, 17,495 
men and boys and 25,544 women and girls, making a total of 43,039, 
were employed in these factories. 

On November 29, 1952, the latest date for which official statistics 
were available, 1,494 men and boys and 3,462 women, making a total 
of 4,956, were employed in the Sunderland factories of North Eastern 
Trading Estates, he added. 


MONDAY JANUARY 26 


Flagpoles for the Coronation 


The Minister of Materials, Sir Arthur Salter, said licences were 
not needed for softwood poles of three inches or less in diameter, or 
hardwood poles, but, although licences would be issued freely for other 
flagpoles for the Coronation, they would only be valid for poles made 
from home-grown softwood. Without licensing, there would be no 
way of ensuring that home-grown softwood was used, or of preventing 
the import of flagpoles or even the use of poles already imported for 
other essential purposes.

Bye-Pass Jet Engines 


The Minister of Supply, Mr. Duncan Sandys, said the development 
of a gas turbine engine employing the bye-pass principle was given 
super-priority some nine months ago and everything possible was 
being done by the manufacturers and the Government to accelerate 
progress. 


TUESDAY JANUARY 27 


Trade with Denmark and Norway 


Mr. Mackeson stated that the object of his visit to Denmark and 
Norway between January 10 and 16 was to stress, particularly to the 
trading communities of the two countries, the continuing importance 
which Her Majesty’s Government attached to the development of 
United Kingdom exports to those markets. In the course of his 
visit, he addressed the British Import Union and the British Centre 
in Copenhagen and the Norwegian Chamber of Commerce in Oslo ; 
a summary of his speech at Oslo was contained in the Board of Trade 
Journal on January 24, a copy of which was available in the Library. 
He also had the opportunity for informal talks with Ministers in both 
countries and with a number of leading business men. He would 
like to say how impressed he was by the warmth of the goodwill 
shown by Danish and Norwegian business men towards our trade and 
by their obvious willingness to help us to expand it. 


Sale of British Cars in France 


A questioner asked what progress had been made in trade negotia- 
tions with France to enable British cars to enter the French market 
on the same terms as German. Mr. Mackeson replied that it had not 
yet been possible to raise this question in trade negotiations with 
France. But the Government had under close review the whole 
question of our trade in motor cars with France and other countries 
of Western Europe. 
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Closure of Branch Factories in Scotland 


Asked how many branch factories in Scotland, of firms whose 
main production was elsewhere, closed down during 1952, Mr. Strauss 
stated that records were available only of factories established since 
1937. Eight branch factories of firms operating outside Scotland 
closed in 1952, but it was not known whether the main production 
was carried on in Scotland or elsewhere. 


New Factories in Crofting Counties 


Mr. Strauss stated that five new factories had been completed in 
crofting counties since the war and Industrial Development 
Certificates had been issued for two others. In addition, eleven new 
industrial projects, of which one subsequently closed, had been 
established in existing premises. 


Prices of Household and Other Goods 


The President was asked if he was aware that during the year 
ended December 1952 the prices of carpets increased by 164 per cent., 
of decorated pottery by 50-75 per cent., of silver-plated cutlery by 25 
per cent., of electric lamps by 15 per cent., of heavy kitchen equipment 
by 10-15 per cent., of light kitchen equipment by 15-20 per cent., of 
furniture by 9-15 per cent., and of washing soda by 20 per cent. ; 
and whether he would therefore introduce or re-introduce price 
control on these articles. 

Mr. Strauss replied that without accepting the hon. Member’s 
figures, the President was aware that the prices of certain household 
goods rose during 1952, and that the prices of others fell, but did 
not consider that this called for the imposition of price control. 

Another questioner asked if the President was aware that, in the 
year ended December 1952, detergents and cleansers had risen by 7 per 
cent., glassware had risen by 10 per cent., floor polishes had risen by 
9 per cent., ink had risen by 50 per cent., laundry charges by 44 per 
cent., linoleum and floor coverings by 74 per cent., metal polishes 
by 15 per cent., paints and distempers by 7} per cent., shoe polishes 
by 124 per cent., and toilet soaps by 124 per cent. ; and whether he 
would therefore introduce or re-introduce price control on these 
articles. 

Mr. Strauss replied in terms similar to the answer to the previous 
Question, and added that the maximum price of one article mentioned 
was still controlled.

Manufacturing Industries inAustralia 


A new book prepared by the Division of Industrial Development, 
Department of National Development of the Australian Government, 
and entitled ‘“The Structure and Capacity of Australian Manufacturing 
Industries” aims to cover the whole range of Australian manufacturing 
industries, with information on the organization and interrelation of 
enterprises, and the adequacy of Australian production to meet the 
market. ‘The information is presented under 17 broad industrial 
groups, each in turn broken down to individual manufacturing 
activities, 

The treatment of each of the 17 groups is in two parts. The first 
part gives for each separate activity within the group the number of 
firms engaged, the products made, the size of firms by employment 
and the degree of specialization or integration, including other allied 
activities, ‘The second part discusses the general operations within 
the group ; reference is made, inter alia, to estimates of demand and 
of capacity, statistics of production, imports and exports, market 
prospects, development programmes and the availability of materials 
and labour. Statistical tables of employment, salaries and wages paid, 
value of production, value of materials used and value of output are 
given at the end of each section. 

Four appendices have been included, giving brief comment on the 
services available to manufacture in Australia, the methods of govern- 
mental encouragement of industry, a Statistical Summary, and a 
definition of those statistical terms used in the document.

Price of Fertilizers in Northern Ireland 


THE Minister of Materials has made an Order increasing with effect 
from February 1 the maximum price of superphosphate in Northern 
Ireland with small consequential increases also in the prices of 
compound fertilizers 

Superphosphate (18 per cent. grade) is increased by 5s. 6d. per ton— 
from £6 19s. 6d. to £7 5s. Od. This is the net price after taking 
account of the contribution payable under the Fertilizers (Northern 
Ireland) Scheme, 1952 (S.I. 1952 No. 1274). The unit differential 
for other grades is increased from 7s. 8d. to 8s. per unit P 20s. 

The standard price of the compound fertilizers for the principal 
specification is increased by 3s. 10d.—from £12 11s. Od. to 
£12 14s. 10d. per ton, and the differential for soluble P ,0, used in 
computing the prices of other compounds is increased from 6s. 8d. 
to 7s. 

These increases have been made to cover the cost of the importation 
into Northern Ireland from the continent of superphosphates which 
are necessary in order to meet estimated demands of farmers to the 
end of the current season.

Derequisitioning in December 


THE Ministry of Works released, in December, 45 properties held 
on requisition—in all, an area of over 196,000 sq. ft.

Majority of 
prevaises given up were in London, among them 14 houses in Onslow 
Square (total 27,300 sq. ft.), four floors in No. 9/13 King William 
Street (about 12,000 sq. ft.), part of Caxton House, Tothill Street 
(approximately 15,000 sq. ft.), part of Devonshire House, Piccadilly 
(about 9,000 sq. ft.), and part of Shell Mex House, Strand (6,000 
sq. ft.). 

Largest release was 43,800 sq. ft. of office premises at 21 Glassford 
Street, Glasgow. Other provincial releases include 8,700 sq. ft. at 
Bristol ; and 7,100 sq. ft. of office accommodation in Leeds.

BRITISH STANDARDS 
Jig Bushes 


B.S. 1098:1953 is a revision of the specification originally prepared 
as a war emergency measure which related only to drilling jig bushes. 

As was to be expected with such a fundamental production com- 
ponent, difficulties arose when, on attempts being made to use the 
bushes with reamers, it was found that the reamer would not enter 
the standard bush unless it were lapped beforehand. As a very large 
proportion of the applications were for reamering operations, the first 
requirement of the revision was an extension to provide suitable bores. 

The table for slip renewable bushes allows certain overlapping, as 
in the original. While agreeing that such a condition is undesirable 
from a narrow viewpoint, it has proved to be very necessary from the 
practical angle, hence its retention, but the group numbering system 
has been dropped as a cause of possible confusion. 

Finally, it should be mentioned that the specification has been 
prepared with the full co-operation of the principal manufacturers of 
jig bushes and should, therefore, prove advantageous to planning and 
production departments and to any works where jigs are used in the 
manufacturing process. Price 3s. 


Glass Container Finishes 


In B.S. 1918-1953, ‘‘ Glass Container Finishes,”’ the screw finishes 
have been divided into two sections, R.3/2 covering shallow screw 
finishes, and R.4 tall or deep finishes. The dimensions, whilst 
differing slightly from the accepted standards in America and the 
Commonwealth countries, allow for closures to be interchangeable. 

The great advantage to packers using glass containers with screw 
caps is that the standard gives detailed particulars of gauges to enable 
not only the bottle finish but also the caps to be checked. 

By using these standards, packers are assured of the interchange- 





ability of caps and bottles made by different manufacturers. It is 
understood that the bottle and cap gauges illustrated in the standard 
are obtainable from either the Glass Manufacturers’ Federation or the 
British Closure Manufacturers’ Association. Price 2s. 6d. 


Packaging Code: Engineering Goods 


The disappointment and frustration engendered when goods 
received overseas have rusted in transit can easily be imagined, and 
yet there is still a considerable failure to safeguard engineering equip- 
ment exported. Corrosion preventives that can easily be removed 
when an article is fitted (the so-called “ temporary corrosion pre- 
ventives ’’) are widely used in some works and are freely available from 
a considerable number of manufacturers. What is required is a wider 
recognition of the need for them ; the setting up of standards of 
performance ; guidance on their suitability for particular exposure 
conditions and types of articles, on the supplementary wrapping and 
packaging that individual materials require, and on relative costs. 
Section 6 of the Packaging Code B.S. 1133 provides this information. 

This is an adaptation of the war-time Section 3 to ordinary com- 
mercial practice. Whereas the former edition referred extensively to 
Government Department specifications, performance specifications 
for the temporary corrosion preventives have been formulated in the 
present edition. The general scope remains broadly the same as 
before: not only are temporary corrosion preventives and their uses 
described in detail, but the essential preliminary conditions are 
catered for by an extensive section on cleaning (covering all the well- 
established methods of dealing with oil, grease and dirt and including 
the a of rust and scale) and a short section on drying. Price

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OVERSEAS TRADE SECTION 
A Developing Market Wide Open for U.K. Capital and 


Consumer Goods in Belgian Congo 


This article has been prepared for the Board of Trade Journal by H.M. Consulate-General in Leopoldville. The 
Commercial Relations and Exports Department, Board of Trade, Horse Guards Avenue, London, S.W.1, will be pleased 
to answer questions arising from the article. 


HERE are outstanding opportunities for British exports in 

the Belgian Congo, and it is important to enquire how far this 

is realised and whether Britain is making an effort to get in on 
the ground floor. 

The importance of this market, which should be strongly em- 
phasized, is often under-estimated. The Belgian Congo has an area 
approximately four times the size of France, or little less than that 
of all Western Europe. The Congo asks for credit from none, and 
is willing and able to pay cash for all it requires. It stands outside 
the sterling area and has plenty of American dollars. It is an 
immensely rich country, rich in mineral wealth, in agricultural 
potential, and rich in water power, which only needs harnessing to 
supply all existing and future foreseeable industrial requirements. 
All this means new towns, new factories and industrial estates, 
with resulting demands for transport, constructional and agricultural 
equipment, machinery and capital and consumer goods. 

The development of the territory, as supported by the Ten-Year 
Plan of the Government-General, is already well in hand, and pro- 
vides for a heavy expenditure on material in all the categories 
mentioned, and presents exporters with opportunities which in their 
diversity and attractiveness can scarcely be matched elsewhere. 

The standard of living of the white population of approximately 
67,000 is high by Western European standards, and the population’s 
requirements of consumer goods is in excess, both by value and 
volume, of a community of its size. In addition—and yet of greater 
significance—the native population totals some 15 million and its 
purchasing power is growing rapidly. Native tastes may accordingly 
be expected to continue to expand beyond the orthodox idea of 
merchandise for native trade, and to embrace also the consumer 
goods of the European. Indeed, in the home of the native ‘‘ evolue ” 
furnishings, radios, household and kitchen equipment of many 
types can now be found. 


Market Characteristics 


These are market characteristics. The demands for industrial 
and mining machinery, for power plant, for transport, for construc- 
tional and building materials, and for consumer goods for the white, 
and in addition, the coloured markets, stamps the Belgian Congo as a 
country of splendid opportunity. But the market is competitive and 
must be approached not only vigorously, but with common sense and 
imagination. Opportunities for almost all sections of British industry 
are present, but they must be seized and exploited, and cannot be 
expected to yield themselves for the asking. 

Critics of the export methods adopted by some firms are to be 
found in the ranks of those manufacturers’ representatives who have 
decided on the very wise and necessary step of visiting the Belgian 
Congo to see for themselves: The value of the personal investigation 
and the personal contact cannot be over-emphasized ; there is no 
substitute. Criticisms which these representatives have expressed 
over and over again are that :-— 

Manufacturers or exporters who do no more than appoint an 
agent and expect sales to flow are courting failure. Up to the 
present, most importers have had little difficulty in doing very well, 
each holding very many agencies, and consequently they have had 
little incentive to concentrate on those which may require careful 
nursing and a good sales drive. Personal visits can do much 
towards remedying such a situation, or alternative representation 
can be sought. 

There still exists a belief that British goods, being British, will 
sell themselves. This is not true. It is the best product, at the 
best price, with the earliest delivery date, which sells. ‘The market 


must be studied and cannot be persuaded to accept what the 
exporter feels it should want. 


Some representatives of British firms do not study adequately 
market conditions in the territory before commencing their tour. 


Representatives who speak French enjoy a great advantage; and 
British exporters would do well to bear in mind that both corres- 
pondence conducted in English and trade literature published in 
English is unlikely to get them very far with the average potential 
agent or purchaser. There is no shortage of excellent foreign 
firms who negotiate in the language of the country. Literature 
which cannot be readily understood does not serve its purpose. 


References in correspondence to British weights and measures 
are baffling and prospective importers do not as a rule settle down 
to convert statistics when other and comprehensible figures and 
specifications are at hand. 


When stating prices these should generally be quoted c.i.f. and 
not f.o.b., packing charges, etc. 


Importance of Service 


Let it be emphasized that the foregoing are recorded opinions 
expressed by the more vigorous visitors to the Congo, who base their 
impressions on their conversations, contacts and observations during 
their tours, and who study the tactics of their competitors. Yet 
there is not one criticism which cannot be justified, not one which is 
new. Al! can be summed up in the phrase “ lack of service.” The 
exporter who concentrates on service will eventually find the right 
importer or agent who is prepared to take a keen interest in what he 
has to sell. Many local importers complain also that whereas they 
are often able to take stocks on consignment from foreign firms, they 
are seldom able to arrange such favourable terms (for themselves) 
from British exporters. 


Statistics of trade are of interest in so far as they illustrate the 
British share in supplying the market. In 1950, Belgian Congo 
imports were valued at approximately £69 million. These increased 
in 1951 to £110 million. Of these figures the United Kingdom’s 
share was £6°3 million and £9-7 million respectively. ‘There is no 
reason why a vigorous attack on the market should not show a sub- 
stantial improvement on this position. Many British manufacturers 
who have conducted an export drive to the Congo have achieved 
magnificent results. Others should be able to do the same. The 
first hurdle is cleared after the first good order has been placed 
Subsequent orders can be confidently expected if the first was well 
executed. 


The industrialization of the Belgian Congo is proceeding rapidly 
The disadvantage of an economy relying for its strength upon world 
prices for raw materials is obvious, and the greatest efforts are 
accordingly being made to establish industries based upon the 
country’s primary products. The mining companies alone con- 
template an expenditure on new equipment for the period 1953-1954 
of not less than Frs. Congo 2,000 million, or £14 million. It is in 
this policy of the Government-General to industrialize on a reasonable 
scale that British industries should look for and discover excellent 
outlets for their products. In seriously considering the Congo market 
British exporters are consolidating not only their present positions 
but are taking out an insurance policy against the future. .

French Imports of Raw and Dressed 
Furskins from the U.K. 


THE French Journal Officiel of January 25, 1953, announced that 
credits had been opened for the import of raw and dressed furskins 
coming from the United Kingdom.

A certificate of imports during the year 1951 should be furnished 
to the Direction des Industries Diverses et des Textiles, 42 rue Le Boe’ tie, 
Paris, before the closing date. This certificate must be made out in 
the form laid down and must be addressed to the above-mentioned 
Direction, in an envelope bearing the words : “‘ Fur Quote: reference 
1951.” 

Each application must be certified by the “‘ domiciliary ” bank.

Union of South Africa 
Timber and Packing Cases 


THE Board of Trade have been asked to draw attention to the fact 
that great danger exists that the coniferous plantations of the Union 
of South Africa might be infested as a result of the introduction into 
that country of timber and packing cases which are diseased or insect 
infested, 

The co-operation of exporters is therefore invited to ensure that 
no wood or timber which is diseased or insect infested or to which 
any bark is adhering is exported to the Union as such, or is used in 
the construction of packing cases for the despatching of merchandise. 





Italian Customs Tariff 


THE Italian Gazzetta Ufficiale of December 30, 1952, published the 

text of a Presidential Decree (No. 2387 of December 24, 1952) 
which provides for the extension, for the period up to December 31, 
1953, not only of the period of validity of the reductions and suspen- 
sions of certain Italian customs duties but also the rules governing the 
preliminary application of the new customs tariff. The Decree came 
into force on January 1, 1953. 

The following is a translation of the relevant Articles of the Decree : 


Article 1 


The dispositions of articles 1, 2, 3 and 4 of the Presidential Decree of 
November 1, 1951, No. 1125 are extended up to December 31, 1953. 

The temporary rules for the preliminary application of the new customs 
tariff approved by Presidential Decrees No. 453, July 8, 1950 ; No. 578, 
July 30, 1950 ; No. 919, November 16, 1950 ; No. 23 (Art. 3), January 31, 
1951 ; No. 225, April 2, 1951 ; No. 516 (Art. 1), June 30, 1951 ; No. 1125 
(Art. 5), November 1, 1951; No. 169 (Arts. 1 and 2), March 31, 1952 ; 
No. 771 (Arts. 1, 2 and 3), July 10, 1952 are extended up to the same date. 


Article 2 

The siderurgical products under the customs tariff headings Nos. 879-896 
inclusive will continue to be admitted at the duties applicable before the 
entry into force of the Presidential Decree No. 771, of July 10, 1952, within 
the limits of a total quota of 110,000 tons for the period from January 1- 
March 31, 1953.

Cuban Sanitary Regulations and the Use of 
Straw Packing 


THE Commercial Secretary at H.M. Embassy in Havana has sent a 
cabled request to the Board of Trade to advise United Kingdom 
exporters against the use of straw or other vegetable packing material 
in shipments to Cuba, owing to difficulties now arising under Decree 
Law No. 38 of April 1952 (Prohibition of import of certain goods as a 
precaution against Foot and Mouth and other Cattle diseases). 





Import Restrictions in Egypt 


GOODS ORDERED against confirmed letter of credit opened before 
October 7 may be imported into Egypt without permit if the credit is 
still valid and the goods are shipped before June 1, 1953. Credits 
which have expired or are due to expire during the period December 
31, 1952—May 31, 1953, may be extended to the latter date. 

A preliminary announcement of the arrangements for the completion 
of orders placed and covered by confirmed letters of credit opened 
before the introduction of general import licensing, was made in the 
Board of Trade Journal on January 17 (page 113). 


Customs Duties in Egypt 


TWO Egyptian decrees have been issued recently, affecting the import 
of raw materials for use in the manufacture of goods for export. The 
first of these decrees exempts all raw materials from import duties, 
consumption duty and quay and municipal dues, provided that the 
resulting manufactured articles are exported within one year. The 
second decree provides for the payment of a drawback of import 
duties, consumption duty and quay and municipal dues already paid 
on imported materials used in Egypt for the manufacture of goods and 
re-exported within one year.

The group classification is changed from “ D ” to “SD.” 

4. Women’s stockings full length—fully fashioned of silk, artificial silk, 
or nylon—ex item 136 (7) (a-b). 

Additional “ special” licences may be granted to wholesalers to the 
extent of 75 per cent. and retailers to the extent of 25 per cent. of 1953 
basic licences with a maximum of £4,000 to any one importer. For the 
purposes of this decision a Company which operates branches and obtains 
licences at more than one port is regarded as one importer.
